TEST TREATIES SIGNED BY THE RUSSIANS AND THE U.S. IN JUNE. 

THESE TREATIES LIMITED THE SIZE OF SUCH EXPLOSIONS TO 
150 KILOTONS. THE STORY, IF TRUE, WOULD BE A POLITICAL 
EMBARRASSMENT TO MR. FORD, WHO IS UNDER PRESSURE FROM THE 
CONSERVATIVE WING OF HIS PARTY FOR BEING TOO EASY ON THE 
RUSSIANS. THUS, SO FAR ADMINISTRATION OFFICIALS HAVE BEEN 
RELUCTANT TO CHARGE THE RUSSIANS WITH A VIOLATION, 

SAYING ONLY THAT THE SIZE OF THE EXPLOSIONS HAD NOT YET 
BEEN PINNED DOWN, THAT THEY MIGHT HAVE BEEN A VIOLATION 
OF THE SPIRIT OF THE AGREEMENT, BUT AFTER ALL, THE 
SENATE HADN'T RATIFIED THE TREATIES ANYWAY. AS LATE AS 
NOON YESTERDAY, THE STATE DEPARTMENT WOULD ONLY SAY THAT 
IT HAD MADE KNOWN ITS ATTITUDE TO MOSCOW. HOWEVER, LATE 
IN THE DAY, THE RUSSIANS THEMSELVES CAME WADING IN WITH 
A STATEMENT HAND-DELIVERED TO NEWS AGENCIES IN WASHINGTON, 
DENYING ANY VIOLATIONS. THIS IS A MOST UNUSUAL PROCEDURE 
FOR THE SOVIETS. BUT, AS THE RUSSIANS ARE KNOWN TO FAVOR 
CANDIDATE FORD OVER CANDIDATE REAGAN, IT IS NOT FAR- 
FETCHED TO SEE KANSAS CITY AS THE INSPIRATION OF THE 
PUBLIC RUSSIAN DENIAL.

DR. KISSINGER EXPRESSED THE HOPE THAT THE THREE COUNTRIES 
COULD EXCHANGE VIEWS ON THE PROBLEM AFTER THE AUGUST 
HOLIDAY PERIOD. 

MR. CHIRAC APPARENTLY TOOK THIS TO MEAN A THREE-WAY MEETING. 

BUT BEFORE LEAVING DEAUVILLE THIS MORNING FOR THE HAGUE, 

DR. KISSINGER RETURNED TO HIS PROPOSAL AND SPECIFIED 
THAT HE HOPED TO HAVE QUIET EXCHANGES' WITH BOTH FRANCE 
AND PAKISTAN IN COMING MONTHS. HE MADE CLEAR HE WAS NOT 
SUGGESTING A FORMAL TRIPARTITE CONFERENCE. ROBINSON
